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The Brandis (N 52/E 31) airfield was observed hetween 8 and 11 a.m. 

on 15 January 1951, in rainy weather, Bight jet fighters with swept 
wings, of the tyoe previously obsorved, were parked on the castern 
edge of the field, north of the rumway. A large vehicle, sinilar te the 
ones used for road construction, and two jeeps were seen in front of 
the aircraft, The jecps shuttle botveen the site and the airricid 
buildings about onee each hour. *
